Two Ports of Call in Canada Mak 
ing Dillicalty About Atlautic 
Mail Contract. 



Government Telegraph Extension in 
Qiiebee— The New Stamps— 
J Contracts Awarded. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottaw.v, Nov. 4. — Tiie eovernment 
telegrapli line will be extended 80 miles 
nearer Belle Isle, from wWch point it is 
now Duly 350 miles distant. 

The Beaver line are finding dilEcuIty 
in closing the mail contract owing to the 
condition requiring the steamerfi to call 
at Halifax. The C.P.R. opposes this 
and the ateamahip company does not 
want it, as they say it will cost them 
$33,000. 

Rev. M. F. Finn, of I'ortaitu la Prairie, 
has been appointed chaplain of the 
Manitoba penitentiary. 

The department of inland revenue has 
received a request to send samples of 
extra Manitoba hard wheat to Belgium. 
Testa are being made in BruBsels of all 
known qualities of wheat. 

The British consul at Barcelona re- 
ports a good market for Canadian lum- 
ber in Spain. 

Mr. Mulock has presented to resident 
newspaper correspondents specimens of 
the new postage stamps which will be 
issued in a few '^eeks. The design is 
very neat, a vignette of the Queen being 
included in an oval border with the 
words " Canada postage " and the par- 
ticular denomination of the stamp — 
" on« oent," " two cent," etc, A maple 
leaf is placed in each corner. 

Contracts for militia supplies to bar- 
racks, stores, camp equipment, etc., have 
been awarded. They go to Ontario and 
Quebec firms. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Record Cattle and Wheat Shipments— in- 
crease in Homest«a4 Entries. 

WiNKiPEG, Nov. 4. — (Special) — ^Messrs. 
Gordon and Ironsides, the well-known 
cattle shippers, last week made a record 
in the matter of cattle shipments from 
this province, sending out upwards of 
4,000 head. Of these 2,^00 were sent 
east, COO south, and 500 west, i-he last for 
the ranches. 

Evangelist Moody arrived to-day, and 
opened a week's services to-night before 
an audience of 3,000 at the Brydon rink. 

The schooner Amazon, in tow of the 
steamer Bulgaria, left Fort William to- 
dajr with the largest cargo of wheat ever 
shipped from that port. She contained 
210,000 bushels loaded by the Northern 
Elevator Company. 

At the Liberal convention held at 
Nesbitt to-day F. O. Fowler was nomi- 
nated as candidate for South Brandon. 

Winnipeg bank clearings for the week 
totalled $3,;!42,8S0. 

HonieBtead entries for lands in Mani- 
toba and the Northwest Territories have 
increased this year at least 36 percent, 
over those of l.Hyii. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper p.nd ex- 
Preniier Petei fa readied here to-duy en 
route to Victoria, B.C., where they will 
reside. 

Premier Haultain presented the sup- 
plementary estioiatea in tlie Northwest 
legislature to-day. He explained that 
the financial year ended in August last, 
and since then no supplies bad been 
available. The salaries uince the 1st of 
September were unpaid, and the voting 
of supplies immediately is therefore ne- 
cessary. 

A youne man named MacBeth was se- 
riously injured yesterday at Kildonan 
by the bursting of a gun, receiving the 
charge in Jiis side. 

Capt. S. T. Scott, of Vancouver, B.C., 
passed through the city to-day for Eng- 
land. 

QUEBEC WONDBE WORKER. 

To Set Out for the North Pole io a Skiff of 
narvellouB Properties. 

QuEiiEc, Nov. 4.— (Special)— A certi- 
fied captain of this city, supported by 
the Royal Society of Canada, is organiz- 
ing an expedition to go to the North 
Pole next spring, fie is working on an 
entirely different plan from other ex- 
plorers who have tried to reach that 
point. He will apply to both local and 
federal governinents for asaietance to- 
ward bringing hia scheme to a practical 
end. He proposes to use one of the 
Dominion government's cruiser as far 
North as possible, when he will take a 
akilT of his invention which will travel 
over ice and up hill without any assist- 
ance. Seven men will compose his 
party. He has already ctioeen some of 
these men.

Editor Stead Sees That in the Greater New 
York Election. 

London, Nov. 4. — William T. Stead, 
editor of the Review of Beyievsi said tO' 
day of the New York election : "It is a 

great vindication of G^ammany and Orok 
er and gives a wonderfal opportunity, 
though it does not wipe out the slate of 
the past. . Nothing could erase the Lex 
ow revelation, but many men who are 
struggling to the front sometimes find it 
necessary to do shady things to get there 
and would be superior to such tempta- 
tionn after having achieved positions. 
Becky Sh.arp said it is easy to be virtu- 
ous on a thousand a year. Tammany 
and Croker have the thousand a, year, 
The election must give a great inipetus 
to Bryanism. 

About the election generally Jlr. Stead 
was quite cheerful, adding: "The Chi- 
cago platform, minus the nonsense about 
free silver— if tliat is what Tammany's 
victory means— won't scare the English. 
To moat of us in the old country your 
plutocrats seem a greater menace to the 
commonwealth than the Democrats, 
even if they do swear by Croker and 
Tammany Hall. The Kepublican cam- 
paign fund staggered us more than the 
victory of Van Wyck." 

New Yobk, Nov. 4.— The Herald says : 
" More than 60,000 persons will directly 
or indirectly draw pay from the city. 
The salaries of 33,000 of these, whose 
names will actually be on tiie city's pav- 
roll, will aggregate .$33,000,000, most of 
this total representing the patronage of 
Greater New York's first mayor, Robert 
A. Van Wyck. A conservative estimate 
ol those who will draw pay indirectly 
from city contracta and the like is 
22,000. Mr, Van Wyck can lead an 
army of office-holders and those in- 
directly employed by the city as great 
as the army of the Potomac." 



WOULD DROP "SINGLE TAX." 

Members of JefTerson Democracy Wish to 
DiSBOdate That Term From Their 
Movement. 

Nkw York, Nov. 4. — The executive 
committee of the Democracy of Thomas 
Jefferson met to-day and arranged to 
continue the organization. The follow- 
ing resolutions were passed : 

" Resolved— That it is the sense of this 
committee that the organization known 
as the Democracy of Thomas Jefferson 
be continued and extended in scope, 
power and influence as far as may be 
possible, maintaining as its basic creed 
of principles the platform adopted at 
the Cooper Union mass meeting Octo- 
ber 5, 1S97. 

" Resolved, — That as quickly as pos- 
sible a conference shall be called of rep- 
resentatives of each aeaombly district in 
Greater New York, and this conference 
shall determine the plan of permanent 
organization and shall appoint a new 
committee having this work in charge." 

About twenty members of the execu- 
tive and some others met informally in 
another room and the reaolutions were 
talked over. The precise scope of the 
movement was the cause of a lot of dis- 
cusaion. Some wished to make the 
single tax the central idea in the pro- 
gramme. Others, while by no means 
tinfriendiy to 'that doctrine, wished to 
make the movement more comprehen- 
sive, and in fact objected to the use of 
the term "single tax" at all.

Losmm, Nov. 4. — ^There was an ex- 
traordinary case heard before the Lord 
Mayor's court to-day, when a man 
named Hinde sued the Prince of Wales 
to recover £00,000 alleged to have been 
wrongfully paid him by the late under- 
sheriff Croll, who was the liquidator of 
the United Kingdom Electric Telegraph 
Company. The plaintiff declared that 
the money belonged to a certain Mr. 
Allen, of whose estate he was the as- 
signee, and he further claimed the sutn 
of £150,000 from Lord Suffolk, alleging 
that the latter has suborned Croll to 
commit perjury before LordBramwell at 
the trial in 1877, in connection with the 
liquidation. 

Mr. George Lewis, in behalf of the 
Prince of Wales and the Earl of SuQolk, 
asked that the proceedings be (jnashed 
on the grounds that the allegations were 
nothing more than a frivolous and vexa- 
tious issue of nonsense, and he submit- 
ted an afiidavit to that effect. 

The plaintiff then addressed the court, 
declaring he had been told that the 
Prince of Wales had received the money 
referred to and then he proceeded to 
charge Lord Bramwell with defrauding 
Allen's widow pat of £160,000. in order 
to obtain promotion and a peerage. The 
plaintiff was here stopped by the court 
with the warning to speak respectfully 
of judges. Finally the court stopped the 
case and dismissed the action. 



AIRSHIP TESTED. 

German Military Experiment With Partial- 
ly Satisfactory Results. 

Berlin, Nov. 4. — The Schwartz alum- 
inum airship, fitted with a benzine 
motor, waa tested to-day on the Tem- 
pelhof field, in the presence of a num- 
ber of generals and the chief of the army 
airship department. The airship rose 
a thousand feet, floated in the air 12 
minutes, and at first obeyed the man 
steering it, but later he was unable to 
steer it against the strong wind which 
prevailed. The experiment was con- 
sidered to be partly sacceesful. 



HALIFAX INDIGNANT. 

Government's Proposition to Make It Only a 
Port of Call Not Acceptable. 

ToBONTO, Nov. 4. — (Special)— The Hal- 
ifax correspondent of the Mail Fays: 

Much indignation is felt here among 
both political parties at the decrision oE 
the government to give a snbaidy of 
$126,000 to the Beaver line for a weekly 
mail service to St. John, and possibly 
calling at Halifax. Hon. A. G. Jonee, 
minister of militia in the Mackenzie cab- 
inet, in an interview with the Mail ex- 
presses strong condemnation of the 
course of the government. 

MONTBEAL'S BENEFACTOBS. 

Her Two Most Dlstlnffuisliea Citizens Give 
Anotber Hnndred Thousand to 
the Hospital. 

Montreal, Nov. 4.— (Special)— Lord 
Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcoua 
have expressed their intention of adding 
an additional wing to the Royal Victoria 
hospital, as their Queen's Jubilee gift to 
Montreal. The wing will be utilized as 
an outdoor department. It will cost 
$100,000. 

ANOTHER BALLOON BEPOBT. 

Halifax Citizen Ttalnks He Saw Andree's 
PiiSsIng Over That Place, 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.— A special to 
the Globe from Halifax, N. S., says: A 
well known and reliable citizen says he 
saw a huge balloon pass over this city 
yesterday. It waa plainly visible and he 
thought it was attached to a car. It was 
sailing along in a western direction and 
was constructed on a much larger scale 
than any balloon seen here. He believes 
it was Andree's balloon.

John Hyland of Telegraph Ciesk 
Detlues "Wliat Is NecessarF 
to Be Done. 



Now Is the Time for Action 
Order to Assure Satisfac- 
tory Hesults. 



No more enthuaitiatic advocate of tlio 
Tealin lake route into the upper Yukon 
country ie to be fouud anywhere than is 
John Hyland, for some years resident In 
this city, l(at now John Hyland, trader 
and outfitter, of Telegraph Greek, Oaa- 
Biar, He iaherits liis interests in the 
northern country from liia father, who 
'■was one ot the pioneers of that district, 
and like Hylaiid, sr., liii ie thoroughly 
conversant with all subjecta relating to 
the oharaoteriatica, resources, natural ad- 
•vantanea or demerits of the country. 
That ia why hia opinion in regard to the 
all-Canadlau route is at the present time 
of peculiar value. 

" The money appropriated hy the 
government laat seaaon waa not auili- 
cient," he eaya, " to make Dioro than a 
i^ood beginning, although in the carrv- 
iug out of the Utter part of the work, 
especially good value for the money was 
obtained undor the practical manage- 
ment 01 ilr. Foster, wlio ia a moat capa- 
ble man. At the present time, hov- 
•ever, an expenditure of at least .t20,000 
is required to start the work of improv- 
ing the trail aa it ahonld be improved in 
•-anticipation of the hig ruah that is 
'bound to come in the spring. _ 

"From Telegraph Creek to i^ake Tes- 
l!n is rouKbly 163 mileei, ftiid the chief 
difficulty to be encountered in the build- 
ing of a tirat-claas trail is the marsh land 
scattered at infrequent intervals, and 
aeceasitatiiig cordnroying. This swamp 
land i« not continuoiia by any means; 
in fact the longeat atrip would not ex- 
tend for more than three milea or there- 
abouts, but while it ia there to wear out 
the ])ai;k: aniniala, entitfactory results 
cannot be obtained. In the work of cor- 
duroying the trail builders will have the 
advantage of an abundant supply of tim- 
ber, but aa aome ol it will have to be 
transported to the lunrah land that ia 
not timbered, the fact emphasises the 
urgency of immediate action, aa anyone 
can see the propriety of getting tbe 
timber out during the winter when it 
-ftan be cheaply and conveniently trans- 
ported by BleiKhs to where it will be re- 
quired by the road buildora. 

"Two bridges will also be required, 
the liret atTaltat, 21 miles from Tele- 
graph Creek. The current here ia very 
Bvvift, but tbe stream is shallow and 
conatraction would be greatly facilitated 
by the solid gravel banks and the fact 
that by going a short distance down, an 
island ia found in midatreani which 
could vvfell be utilized. To bridge at the 
regular croaaing of the trail would not, 
however, involve any difliculty, and the 
total cost of the necessary structure at 
this point would not exceed $1 ,000 or 
!i!l,500. TliB same argument aa to the 
advantage ot getting out the timber for 
the bridge during the winter montlia iip- 
pliea with equal force, while by eo doing 
it would be poaaible to complete the 
work in the spring before the demand 
came. 

•'The second bridge referred to is re- 
quired at the Nialine river, a aomewhat 
wider stream than the Taltal, but like 
that creek presaniing no formidable ob- 
stacles. It, too, is Bwlft but shallow, 
and the hanks are firm and reliable. 

" What ia needed in connection with 
both bridges and trail is immediate ac- 
tion. That and a practical man to di- 
rect the work, for 'without such a one

Tiri: SONQITEES RESERVE. 

The position taken by the Domiuioii 
govemmeat in regard to the Songbeea 
reserve ia that the Indians are the wards 
of C.iuada, and all their reserves are held 
in trust, with a reversion to the province 
after the death of the last Indian. It is 
claimed that this trust must be dis- 
charged in the eame manner as any 
otiier, and that the government would 
have DO more right to give up one piece 
of land and take another than a private 
trnatee wonld have. It is said that this 
relationship extends far enough to make 
the province the reversioner of any funds 
that may be derived from the 
sale of the lands. The provin- 
cial government, while not conceding 
the fall contentioa of the Dominion 
anthorities &s to the nature of the trust, 
claim that oven if that contention is 
correct, the provision in the Indian Act, 
whtreby the reduction of reservations is 
authorized in case the number of Indi- 
ana is greatly decreased, applies to the 
SongbeeB reserve, and that the Domin- 
ion can therefore with perfect equity 
recast the reserve in question so as to 
make it more appropriate to the pres- 
ent condition of the Indians. As yet 
the D iminion authorities have not seen 
their way to assent to this view. This 
is the crux of the whole matter. The 
question remains open, becanse Hon. 
Mr. Turner ia not willing to surrender 
what he thinks are the just claims of the 
province, and Hon. Mr. Sifton is not 
willing to yield what he thinks are the 
lei;al rights of the Indiana. We are not 
advised as to the probability of an early 
agreement being reached. 



A SLANDERER REBUKED. 

Why does the Newa-Advertiser feel 
called upon to say that " the people 
of British Columbia, at the present 
time are staegering under all the finan- 
cial burdens wliich they can carry?" 
The propoeition comes strangely from a 
Ijaper that haa been understood to ad- 
vocate n policy of government construc- 
tion of great railways. If we recall cor- 
rectly the contention of our contempor- 
ary in regard to the railway policy, it 
was that no mere two millions or so 
should be given in bonuees, but that the 
jrovernment Ehould plunge in to the ex- 
tent of many millions more and build a 
railway to compete with the CP. R. If 
this was not what the XewB-Advertieer 
wanted, it had no policy at all on this 
subject. 

The people of British Columbia are 
not ata^gering undor financial burdens, 
and it is a highly unpatriotic thing for 
any papur to represent that they are. 
This is a wholly unjustifiable attitude 
, for any paper to take in regard to a prov- 
ince to which the attention of the whole 
world is being directed. It is the lan- 
guage of an enemy within the gates, 
and justice to our province, which has 
been so grossly and gratuitously ma- 
litaied in a fit of political bitterness, 
compels ua to brand the statement of 
the Vaacouver paper as a gross slander 
of the worst kind. We have no words 
capable, of expressing the regret we feel 
that so unwarranted a statement should 
be given currency by one cf the leading 
papers of Britiah Columbia. 

There is no special reason to find fault 
with the Xriws-Advertiser for exhibiting 
its political spleen against a government 
which not very long ago, it would have 
gladly supported. No one has . any 
objection to make to the caddishneas 
with which it treats its contemporaries. 
But it is our duty to the public to see 
Unit warfare against the name and 
credit of the province does not go unre- 
buked. We state in the most" emphatic 



manner possible that the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are not staggering under [ 
financial burdens, but that on the con- 
trary the financial position of this pro- 
vince is very favorable. The taxes are • 
paid promptly and. are; not felt to be 
burdensome, and there ia throughout 
the whole province a feeling of buoyancy 
and hopcfalncss which ia as far from 
justifying the News-Advertiser state- 
ment as ran well be imagined. If the 
people of British Columbia are staggered 
at anything, it is the marvellous char- 
acter of the future that is opening before 
them. 



RECIPROCITY WITH THE 

UNITUD STATES. 

The repeal of the British Trade and 
Navigation laws nearly lialt a century 
ago created profound dissatisfaction in 
the North American colonies. To the 
people of the provinces there seemed to 
no longer be any advantage in the colon- 
ial relation. They had no greater rights 
in regard to the trade of the Mother 
Country than foreigners. They seemed 
to have been utterly cast oil" by' the land 
to which they had been proud to own 
allegiance. This dissatisfaction took 
quite an acute form in several localities, 
and memorials favoring annexation to 
tlie United States were signed by some 
men, who afterwards became very con- 
spicuous in their attachment to IJritieh 
institutions. Prominent among these 
was the late Sir Alexander Gait; but 
others almost equally well known could 
be mentioned. It was accordingly felt 
that something ought to be done to meet 
the demands which were springing up 
from all parts of what is now Canada. 
The result was the negotiation of a reci- 
procity treaty with the United States, 
which took eflect in 1854, and was for a 
period of ten years. 

The effect of this treaty upon the com- 
mercial interests of British North Amer- 
ica was very stimulating. There is 
nothing more eloquent in the way of 
evidence than the trade returns of the 
next few years, which show that busi- 
ness between the two countries increased 
by leaps and bounds. While the pro- 
portionate expansion of trade was great- 
est on the British North American side, 
the actual increase was quite as great on 
the side of the United States, There is 
not the slightest doubt that the treaty 
was an excellent thing I'or both coun- 
tries. It would have been still more 
valuable if the war of secession had not 
broken out in 1861, and it was the feel- 
ing engendered by this war that pre- 
vented the rene\ral of the treaty. The 
United States was embittered towards 
Canada as well as against Great Britain 
and would not hear to the continuation 
of any relations which seemed advan- 
tageous to a country, which had been 
the refuge for many prominent Confed- 
erate leaders and to some extent the 
base of intrigues on behalf of the South. 
So the treaty came to an end; but its 
good effect did not die with it, for com- 
mercial relations were at that time 
begun, which have continued to this 
day, greatly to tJhe advantage of both 
parties. , 

When James G. Elaine proponndel 
his reciprocity scheme, he did not pro- 
pose to include Canada. His object was 
to build up a great commercial fabric in 
which Great Britain would have no 
share. He sougbt to weld together into 
a commercial union and political al- 
liance all America, except such parts of 
it as belong to the British Empire. His- 
tory will acknowledge the pan-Ameri- 
can congress and the scheme submitted 
to it to have been a statesmanlike con- 
ception. It failed ; probably it was des- 
tined to failure; but it is true that Pres- 
ident Harrison contributed to its fail- 
ure, and doubtless was inSuenced so to 
do through jealousy of Mr. Blaine. Can- 
ada not being included in his scheme, 
American public opinion in considering 
reciprocity lias always taken itfor grant- 
ed tliat he was opposed to any recipro- 
cal arrangements with the Dominion 
There ia no evidence that be was so op' 
posed. What be aimed at was some' 
thing in which reciprocity with Canada 
would have had no part. 

It ia aotnowhat singular that the sug- 
gestion from Washington aa to the de- 
sirability of such a treaty with Canada 
comes cloas upon the heels of the declar- 
ation of Great Britain's intention to cul- 
tivate closer relations commercially with 
her colonies. This seems to indicate 
tliat our neighbors realize at last that 
they have moro to lose by longer with- 
holding reci[)rocity than they have been 
willing to admit. Indeed, their claim 
hitherto has been that they wanted 
nothing from Canada, and they have 
taken no little pleasure in boasting bow 
they were able to keep the Dominion 
dancing attendance on them for com- 
mercial favors. AVbile both political 
parties in Canada wore equally desirous 
of entering into a fair reciprocity treaty 
and have given unmistakeable evidence 
thereof, there is no doubt that the Lib- 
eral party, by its ^ extreme stand 
on the question, has encouraged the 
belief throughout the United States 
that the longer such an arranf;e- 
ment was postponed the better 
bargain could be driven with us. They 
believe that reciprocity was our com- 
mercial salvation and that if it was not 
granted, the people of Canada' would be- 
come eager for annexation. The imperial 
movement has opened their eyes, and 
the American people are never influenced 
i)y any sense of national dignity from 
turning the sharpest kind of a corner in 
their international affairs.. Xhey have 



no desire to lose their trade with Canada. 
They need Canada quite as much as 
Canada needs thera and they will not 
hesitate to let the fact be known. 

That reciprocity would be a good thing 
for both countries, if established on 
equitable lines will not be disputed. It 
need in no way interfere with the de- 
velopment of closer trade relations with 
the Mother Country. If it would, we for 
our own part would have nothing to do 
with it. We welcome the news that our 
neighbors are beginning to realize ,.^at 
the subject ia of great importance and 
hope for good results. 



Tin: Montreal Star thinks that the 
action of the British Columbia Liberals 
smacks of comic opera, and, after re- 
viewing the situation, says: "But no 
matter what success the,, efforts to iden- 
tify the Federal and Frovinoial parties 
has had in Eastern Canada, it consti- 
tutes no reason why the mistakes of the 
East should be repeated in the West. 
At Regina they know nothing of Domin- 
ion parties, and the British Columbians 
would be well advised if they preserved 
a similar singleness of eye for provincial 
(luestions." 

We have not asked " Premier Turner " 
what reply ho has to make to the Nelson 
Tribune'n question, but feel safe in as- 
suring our contemporary that he does 
not claim any benefits as likely to re- 
sult " from the introduction of the Man- 
itoba school question into provincial 
politics." We venture further to say 
that Mr. Turner has not the most re- 
mote intention of introducing the Mani- 
toba school question into provincial poli- 
tics.

Of great importance to the ratepayeis 
of Victoria is the judgment of the Full 
court delivered yeaterday, affirming the 
judgment of Jlr. Justice MeOoll in Pat- 
teraon v. the City of Victoria. This waa 
the suit for damages bronght against the 
city by Mra. Patterson in consequence 
of the death of her husband, who was 
one of the victims of the Point lOllice 
bridge accident. The case was tried at 
Vancouver, the jury bringing in a ver- 
dict against the city of Victoria for .$13,- 
500. From the judgment in accordance 
with this verdict the city appealed. 
The Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
McCreigbt yesterday decided against the 
city, Mr. Jaatice Drake diesenting. 

Jlr. W. J. Taylor and Mr. Eobert Caa- 
sidy, with Mr. 0. Daboia Mason, ap- 
peared for the city ; Mr. E. P. Davis, (J. 
C, and Mr. D. G. Macdonell for Mrs. 
Patterson. 

Mr. Cassidy, when judgment was de- 
livered yesterday, applied for and ob- 
tained leave to appeal to the Privy 
Council. 

The following ia the text of the Chief 
J uatico's judgment and that of Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake : 

CHIEF .lUSTICE DAVIE, 

The jury have found that the corpora- 
tion had knowledge of the insufHcient 
strength of the bridge in time to have 
prevented its use by the company before 
the accident, and hadsullered the bridge 
to fall in such disrepair as by reason 
thereof to become dangerous for tram- 
car use by the company. It appears 
that Cox, the city carpenter, in tlie dis- 
charge of hia duty and by the order of 
the city engineer, had bored an auger 
hole part way through beam No. 3 for 
the purpose of testing it, and had then 
plugged up the hole with oakum. The 
beam was permitted to remain in this 
condition until the accident ; the primary 
cause of which the jury find was the 
breaking of this beam, which was tho- 
roughly rotien at the place where it 
broke, and the jury also find that the 
hole bored by Cox undoubtedly added 
largely to the rottenness of the 
beam. As there ia no (jueation 
that the flndings are abundantly 
supported by the evidence, the 
question of course is whether the 
facts which tliey establish give the 
plaintiff a cause of action against the 
corporation. It ia clear that such right 
of action does not ariso if the only fault 
of the corporation is their mere failure 
to repair the bridge or any mere omis- 
sion to do that which they might and, 
perhaps, oaght to have done, for, as held 
in Picton v. Geldert, L.E., 1893, A.C., 
524, "Public corporations to which an 
obligation to keep public roads and 
bridges in repair has been transferred 
are not liable to an action in reajiect of 
niero nonfeasance, unless the legislature 
has shown an intention to impoee such 
liability upon them. Therefore, in an 
action for damngea for injuriea cauaed 
by llie neglect of the appellant munici- 
pality to repair a bridge held that by 
tlie county incorporation act, under 
wliich it was incorporated, there was i.o 
indication of aT intention to iinpose the 
liability sought to be enforced." if 
Buch be the construction of a atntutu 
imposing upon the corporation the obli- 
gation of repair, a fortiori, would it 
seem to be bo under the general muLi- 
cipal act of this province, which is 
simply permissive in its terms and im- 
posea no obligation to repair whatever. 
Ah remarked in Atkins v. Banwell, 3 
East, li2, "an uFeaBance is not within 
clauaee of this kitul," 

But wliildt exempt in tlie fullest way 
from the coiiaeq ucuci'm of mere iioiifeaa- 
nuco, "the atatutea," aa remarked by 
I,ord Watson in Ogslon v, Aberdeen, 
ISO", L.I^., A.C., 115, " L'ivo the corjior- 
ntiou no right to create a nuisance, and 
they have no such riglit at common law." 
If a public corporation by any act which 
it does, ini pedes or endangers tlie high- 
way, it is said to bo guilty of misfeas- 
ance; in otlier words, it causes a nuis- 
ance, for which it is just as responsible 
aa any other wrongdoer who is not a 
public corporation. It ia not at all 
necessary to complete the responsibility 
of the corporation that the nuisance 
should be attributable to any one act of 
the (iofendants in particular, without 
which, apart from other circumstanceB, 
liie nuisance would not liave been oc- 
casioned, nor ttiat it should be an act 
in the nature of atrespasB, nor, indeed, 
any act of commission at all. On 
the contrary, many of the cases in which 
corporations liavo been held liable for 
misfeasance are in reapeet of acts of omis- 
sion only, which would have amounted 
to mere nonfeasance had it not been 
for aiilccedent acts performed or aaiic- 
tioned by tlie corporation, but which in 
the public safety required to be guarded 
against. Thus in Davis v. Curling, 8 
Q.B., the <leclaration charged that the 
defendant was under the highway act 
(.') and (), \V., 0., 60), surveyor of the 
parish of T. ; tliat gravel had been placed 
in B highway in T., by means of which 
gravel the lii(;hway waa obstructed, and 
the gravel waa a nuipance to the public; 
that defendant had notice and was re- 
queatfcd to remove the saine, but ho well 
knowing, etc, did not, nor would in a 
reaaonftble time remove, or cause It to be 



removed, but, on the coiilrary, conduct- 
ed liimself with gross negligence, and 
knowingly, wilfully and wrongfully . . 
permitted, caused and suffered the gravel 
to continue and be upon the highway, 
obstructing the same, remaining and be- 
ing a nuisance to the public for a long 
and unreasonable time, without taking 
any care or precaution to guard against 
danger or damage to persons pasiiiij/, 
contrary to his duty, etc., wherphy the 
plaintiff's carriage was overturueci and 
lie was injured. It was proved that the 
defendant had notice of the gravel being 
laid, and had been guilty of want of care 
in leaving it there, and that thia had 
ciiused the accident. It was held that 
the defendant waa ciiarged with a thing 
done in purduauce of the act. Lord 
Deninan, C.J,, in civing judgment, saya : 
"It is clear that the defendant ia 
charged witli a tort committed iu the 
course of his official duty; he ia charged 
as surveyor with the positive act of 
leaving the griivel in the road where it 
had been improperly placed for aa un- 
reasonable time." And Patterson, J., 
says: "The charge is not one of mere 
omission, but of actually continuing the 
nuisance. » • * The continuation, 
therefore, was a thing done in pursuance 
of the statute." 

TnPendelbury vs. Greenhalch, L.R. 1, 
' J.H.D,, defendant was surv eyor of high- 
woya of a parinli, tfie vestry of which 
had ordered 150 yards of roatl to he rais- 
ed, and defendant was to carry out the 
order. He contracted with hia brother 
to do the labor, the veatry linding the 
stones and material, The defendant had 
nothing to do with tlie labor except sup- 
erintending on behalf of the vestry. Af- 
ter commencing the work and heaping 
upslonea. etc., it was left atnigbt, with- 
out fencing or light, in consequence of 
which plaintiff's carriage was upset. 
Whilst it was admitted that the defend- 
ant wo^'i not be responsible if the work 
had been simply let to the contractor, 
who, by his negligence, had caused the 
injury, yet it was held that the defend 
ant was responsible, for the injury pro- 
ceeded from a combination of circum 
Btnncos, i.e., the placing of the stones 
and leaving the place uulighted, and for 
the latter the defendant waa held re- 
aponaible, as his brother had only con- 
tracted for labor ; whereas the work con- 
sisted of material, l.ibor, superintending 
and lighting and ftneing for which other 
than labor defendant was liable, as for 
misfeasance, altliough his fault waa only 
an omission. Similarly in Foreman v. 
Mayor, etc, of Canterbury, L. R. C Q. 
.8., the defendant aa the local 
t)uard of health had left a heap of 
atones on the road, without light 
or fencing, whereby plaintifiT on a dark 
night upset his cart and was injured. 
The defendants were held liable for their 
omission to fence andlight. In all these 
cases the defendants were held liable bo- 
cauae by their omission they had pro- 
duced a nuisance in the highway. To 
the aaine effect and upholding the same 
principle is the case of Borough ol 
Batluirst vs. McPherson, L R. 4, Ap, 
Cas. 2.5(3. There the ciuuicipality con- 
structed a barrel drain, the brickwork of 
whicli having broken away, and not hav- 
ing been repaired, a hole was caused 
into which the plaintiff's horae fell car- 
rying plaintilT with him, and causing a 
compound fracture of plaintill''B leg. 
The chief jaatice who tried the case 
directed the jury that the defendants 
were not liable for any mere nonfeas- 
ance ; that if the accident waa caused by 
the negligent way the sewer was con- 
structed they were liable, but if the 
sewer was properly constructed in tiie 
first instaiicB and it became defective 
aftei wanlg, they were not bound to 
repair it, and further tiiat if the de- 
fective state in which the drain was 
aroBB from ttie operation ol the 
weather or wear and tear, it having 
been properly coiistructed originally, 
they were not liable. It waa held on 
api)eal to the jadiciul cominitteo of tlie 
J'rivy Council that this was a misdirec- 
tion, their Lordships pointing out that 
the barrel drain was not only made by 
the defendants, but the sole control and 
management of it were by statute vest- 
ed in them. By reason of their con- 
Btruction of that drain and their neglect 
to repair it, whereby as an indirect. Out 
natural conseiiueuce, tfia dangerous hole 
was formed wliich was left open and iin- 
feneed, tlio defendants caused a nuisance 
in the highway, for which, whatever 
their statutory obligation to repair may 
have lieen, tliey were liable to an indict- 
ment, and also to an action by the plain- 
tiff, who had Bustained ilirect and par- 
ticular injury from their breach of duty, 
and, saya Sir Barnes Peacock, p. 265, 
" It is clear that the hole was 
caused by au artihcial work, viz., 
the barrel drain, which was con- 
structed by the council, and that 
the accident would not have happened 
if that drain had not been made, or 
if it had been kept in repair so as 
to prevent the soil adjacent from wash- 
ing into it, and forming the hole in ques- 
tion." This being the state of facts, 
their Lordships do not think it neces- 
sary to decide whether it was the inten- 
tion of the legislature to throw upon the 
muiiicijiality the obligation of keeping 
in gener.il good repair the roada and 
streets jilaced under its innnBge- 
ment. After giving reaeona for holding 
that the duty was cast upon the corpora- 
tion of repairing the artificial work 
which they had constructed, the_ judg- 
ment continues: " Tlioir Lordships are 
therefore of opinion that the nppellauts, 
by reason of the conatruction of the 
drain and their neglect to repair it, 
whereby the dangerous hole waa formed 
which was left open and unfenced, 
caused a nuisance in the highway for 
which they were liable to indictment. 
This being so, their Lordships are of 
opinion that the corporation aro also 
liable to'an action at the suit of any per- 
son who sustained a direct damage from 
their breach of duty, citing Henley vs. 
Mayor of Lyme Eejfia, 5 Bing., 101 .S.C.

It is true that Bome of the other 
observations of' the learned Lords in 
tbe case just quoted are considered iu 
Bubsequent cases before the same tri- 
bunal to have gone beyond the point for 
deciBion, and perhapa to be erroneous, 
but the principles which I have quoted 
from that case and the partlcniar deci- 
sion therein are diatinctly' affirmed in 
tbe subsequeDt oasea of Ficton vo. Geld- 
ert, L.R., 1893, App. Obb. 624, and in 
Burke vs. Sydney, 1896, L. B., App. 
Cab. 

In the Pictou case Lord Hohhouse 
Bays, page 520 ; " Whatever gooeral views 
are stated in tliat (the Buthurst) case 
must, as in all cases, be taken with re- 
ference to the facta, and it is clear 
to their Lordships that the governing 
fai;t in tho B.itliiirst ciieo is that the eon- 
duet complained of waa not in the view 
'of the comniitteo nonfeasance, but mia- 
feaaance. In dolivering the judgment 
of the committee Sir Barnes Poa- 
cock expressly says that they do not de- 
cidu whether tho legislature threw upon 
the uiunicipalily the obligation of keep- 
ing in good repair the works it took over. 
The ground of tbe decision vraa that the 
municipality having, ander the powers 
conferred upon them, coastracted a 
drain, which nnlesa kept in proper con- 
dition would cause a nuisance to the 
highway, were hound to keep this arti- 
ficial work in such a condition that 
no nuisance should he ciiueod, aud 
that if owing to their failure to 
do this the highway waa aubaided 
and a nuisance was created, they 
were as unicli liable lor a miafeaeance 
ag if they haii by their tlirect net made 
tiie hole in tbe i-oad which constituted 
a nuiaance to the highway." And in 
the Bourke case, whilst upholding the 
principle that public corporations are 
not) in the absence of legislative en- 
actment, liable in damaees for more non- 
repair of a highway, the Bathurst case 
ia explained as enforcing liability in re- 
spect of uiiafeasancQ in causing a nui- 
eauce in a highway, and the Lord Chan- 
cellor, after elaborately defining the. 
facta and principles of the Bathurst case. 
Bays p. 441: "The ratio decidendi 
waa that the defendants had caused a 
nuisance in the highway. It was en- 
tirely independent of the questions 
whet nor there waa an obligatiou to keep 
the liit;hway iu repair and whether any 
person injured by the breach of auch 
duly could maintain an action. The 
case was not treated as one of mere 
nonfeasance, and, indeed, it waa not 
so. The defendants had created a nuis- 
ancp. Having made the drain and 
failed to keep it in auch a condition 
that the road would not fall into it, they 
were just aa much liable as if they had 
made tlie excavation without construct- 
ing the drain, and the road had conse- 
qaently subsided and become founder- 
otts. » • • The owner of land ad- 
joining a highway has been held liable 
JO an action if he digs a hole so close to 
the liighway as to create a nuisance to 
paseenuors lawfully passing along it, 
V.'hy should the municipality be less 
liable than any other person in respect 
o the same acta, merely because the 
road ia vested in them, and certain 
jiowerH or dutipa in relation to its repair 
are committed to them? * * * There 
can be no (ioul)t then that some of the 
dicta in liathurst vs. Macpherson can 
scarcely be supported. * ••* * But 
they do not all'ect the authority of that 
«aee, for tbe decision rests on grounds 
independent of them. Tho conchiBion 
being arri\'ed at that the defendants 
hiul (Mueed a nuisance to the highway 
for V hich they could be indicted, it 
vaunot be doubted that it waa properly 
decided that the action lay." 

It is impossible to my mind to apply 
the [jrinciplee of these decisions to the 
present case and not to hold the defend- 
ants liable. The question is not tbe nar- 
row one, aa urged on behalf of the eor- 
jjoration, " Did the hole bored by Cox 
cause the accident?" but ia the more 
coniprelienaive one, "Did the defendauts 
produce a nuisance in the highway, and 
80 cause the accident?" and auch nui- 
sance may arise, as I have already 
shown, not merely from some one act of 
commission l)ut from a combination 
of acts and omissions, and then 
the question is," Does this combination, 
or do any of its incidente, give a cause 
of action? "in determining which ques- 
tion we must bear in mind the definition 
of a cause of action, as given in Juckaon 
vs. Spittail, L.R. ,5 CP., 512 (and inci- 
dentally a|iplied by Lord IJobhouse iu 
the Pictou case, p. .")20, where lie speaks 
of "the conduct complained of" ae 
" that act on the part of the de- 
fondant wbicli gives the plaiulill' 
hi9 cause of complaint)." Now, what 
is the causu of ci)uii)lnint here? 'Not 
simply that tbe corporation bored tho 
hole, any more than the raising the 
}ii;:hway in the Greenhaigh case, or tlic 
making of barrel drain in tho liatlinral 
case. These were proper and laudable 
undertakings no doubt, the same aa tho 
boring of tbe hole by Cox may have been 
a wise measure of precaution against the 
rotting of wooden beams tbe life of which 
waa becominK eicbausted. But, as in the 
D.ivis vs. Carling.Pendlebary vs. Green- 
haigh, Foreman va. Oaatorbur.^', and 
Batliurst vs. Macpherson cases, the 
cause of complaint waa the failure to 
t;\ke pro))er st'epa to jjrevent the artili- 
cial work bccoining a nuisance in tlie 
l:!^hway, BO liere the plaintifPs coni- 
1. 1. lint ia that after having boretl tho 
liobi the corporation did not take pre 
cautions iigainat the increased rotting 
of a hole which must become saturated 
with water ia wet weather. When 
the jury find that the boring of 
the hole added largely to tho rot- 
tenness of the beam they mean 
alaO; I think, or, if not, we are bound 
to infer, that tbe beam would not 
have rotted so quickly, that ia to say, 
wopld have lasted longer had it not been 
for the boring, in other words, that the 
cansa cauaans of the accident was the 
failure to take timely precaatlons against 
the increased rottintf' jiroduced by the 
liolo; thus tracing tlie immediate cause 
of tho accident to the neglected liole 
n;iado by the corporation. Tho breaking 
of tho beam waa the accident, the rotten- 
ueaa of the beam caused thebreaKing, 
and tho act of tho corporation in boring 
the hole produced the rottenness. 

The evidence also shows that in tho 
eummer of 1803 the corporation were 
warned of the dangerous condition of 
the liridpo, and that they then closed it 
tn f-'niway traflic, as it was their un- 
doubted right.and duty to do. They 
weW-fecbfnmendffa by tbeif Wgmeer to 



had they done so, tlio accident 
in human probability would not 
have occurred, as it ia shown by 
the evidence that tho iron work 
of the bridge on which tho iron beama 
would have depended bad a factor of 
safety of eleven, which, even with the 
heavy trafiicof the cars, had never been 
reached or nearly reached. The corpor- 
ation, however, disoarded tho advice of 
their engineer, and, having simply put 
iu a few new, wooden stricgors, after a 
abort delay themselves opened the bridge 
to tratiic,' thus lallini; the public into 
security and inviting them into a 
dangerous trap. 

The learned judge whoso decision is 
uudor appeal ui of opinion that these 
undisputed facts of themselves, irreapec- 
tivo of the parllcalar findings of tbe jury 
entitle the plaintiff to recover, and it 
may become necessary in another action, 
or in a higher court to decide whether 
his view is' not the correct one. 

In this case, however, I am Batisfled 
that upon the findings of the- jary, and' 
the facts necBssarily to be inferred there- 
from, tho plaintiff is entitled to judg- 
meut, unless there he anything in the 
defendants' point that tlie defendants in 
repairing the bridge, cloaing it, and then 
throwing it open, acted ultra virea for 
want of u by-law, but this objection is, 
1 think, met bv the case of Bernardien 

e. North DnTforiu, 19 S. C. 11 , li'-iS 
Moreover, 1 think there was a by-law, if 
one was wanted, in No. 162, authorizing 
tlie expenditure of $25,000 on the repair 
of roads and bridges.

The point of this case is whether or 
not the borii:g of an auger hole in an old 
beam of the bridge iu 1892 ia autlicient 
evidence of misfeasance to render the 
municipality of Victoria liable for the 
loaa of the plaintifif'e husband owing to a 
most diaastroaa accident which hap 
pened by the collapse of the bridge in 
question on the 26th of May, 180(3. The 
causes which led to the accident were 
many, and to no one singlo cause can it 
be truly said that it, and it alone, was 
tho primary cause of tlie disaster. 

The bridge waa built by tho provincial 
government in 1885, and it never was a 
structure intended to bear very heavy 
loads. Apparently it had been calcu 
lated to carry a weight of teutons with 
a factor of eofety of four and one-lialf, 
which means that it could bear 
forty-five tons, It was a wooden atruc 
ture raised on concrete pile?, and had 
two spans of 150 feet each, wiiich were 
supported by an overhead truss. The 
iron rods connecting the floor of the 
bridge to the compression arc of the trues 
were estimated to have a factor of safety 
of eleven, and were deacribed aa the 
hanger irons, and two- holes were bored 
through the floor beams on each side, in 
which a piece of iron like a gigantic 
staple was inserted, and the hanger irons 
were fastened by pins to this staple, and 
it would therefore require a great deal 
larger weight to be placed on the bridge 
than the evidence ahewa waa actually 
(lone, before the iron work would bo 
ad'ected beyond the limit of safety, which 
ia roughly apoken of aa the breaking 
strain. 

It ia not suggested that it waa the 
fracture of the iron work waa the cause 
of the accident, but the breaking of a 
wooden lioor beam. The bridge was 
handed over to tbe municipality in 1891. 
At the time of such handing over, tho 
Electric Tramway had been granted 
the right to uae the bridge, and 
they had laid down their rails along the 
northern side of the bridge, and 
not in tiic middle. The ceotral apan, 
which gave way, had seven floor beams 
wliich were each supported by iron 
hangers to tbe upper arc of tbe truss. 

In 1892 the municipality had tho 
bridge examined, and replaced five of 
the floor beams of the span which col- 
lapsed, with new timber, and other re- 
pairs were made; a new flooring was 
laid over, and longitudinal wooden sleep- 
era for the rails of the tram line. The 
mode in whicb the examination of the 
timbera was made waa by boring a hole 
in the timber with an inch and a (piarter 
auger to a depth of seven inches, anil 
bopping up the resulting cavity with 
oakum, driven in with sticks. This ia 
said to be u very improper mode of ex- 
amination, aa the caulking ia liable after 
a time to absorb water and induce decay. 
The floor beams extended on each side 
of the bridge some five feet beyond the 
place where tbe banser irons and lateral 
rods were inserted, and this live feet was 
])lanked and used aa a footway for pas- 
fiengera ontaide the Pridge proper. 

I'lio holes bored for the staplea wont 
entirely throuuli the beam. Tlie staples 
wero made of euuare iron, and were 
fiL-itened nnderneatli tlio beam by nnta 
Hcrewed to an iron i)late, "iid two otiior 
b )leH were bored at tlia aido inti) wliicb 
lateral iron rods were inecrtod. All 
tlicae four holes were witliiii twelve 
inches of each other, and the teat bole 
waa niailo within a few inches of tbe 
verti{'al holew. It was pointed out that 
the life of wood was not more than eight 
to ten yeara, placed in a similar posi- 
tion and subject to same weather. The 
holes, under any circuinatances, would 
induce decay from the preaence of damp 
and rain, and decay is present in tbe 
other old beams of the bridge where 
there are no holes bored. Tbe beam 
which ia called Ifo. 3, and one called 
N'o. 7, were two beams which had never 
been renewed, and had been eleven 
years in the bridge. Why they wore 
not, renewed when the others were is 
not e:j plained. 

The evidence diacloKoa the fact that 
beam No.il broke through tlielianger holoB 
ou ttio bide of tho bridge where the rails 
were laid. The wood was bo rotten tlial 
tho Iron plate to which the banger irons 
wore screwed was pulled completely 
through tho beam, the very strongest 
evidence that there waa no sound wood 
left in that part of the beam. On the 
day in question a heavily loaded car waa 
pasBing over the span, and the estimated 
load was eighteen to twenty tons on the 
span whicQ coUapaed. Aq before re- 
marked, ibwnanot any one cause that 
led to the accident, but a variety of 
cauees all operating together, general 
decay and overloading, Tho reaulting 
accident must have happened with tho 
ordinary traflic at no diatant date, un- 
less tho rotten timbers wero taken out 
and replaced by sound. Tho boring of 
the floor beam was found by tho jury to 
have increased the decay, but it did not 
initiate it. Tho neglect of tho corpora- 
tion in not removiuK Ehis beam or in 
testing its soundneaa in a rough and 
ready manner, are not BUOb^ota of mis- 
feasance as will render the'' corporation 
liable, 

Mr. Taylor strongly argued that the

The m;m who gets tho most pleusuro out of life is the liciiltliy man, tlie nuiii who.se 
nerves are strong' uiul free fnim the drains of past excesses or busioos.s worry. Where 
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tiona were not complied with, owing to 
neglect by the contractore. He eapeci- 
ally referred to the evidence relating to 
weldlesB iron, which waa called for hy 
the specilications, and for which welded 
iron was used. This dillerence would 
render the cnlculationa aa to tho factor 
of safety uncertain ; butit waa not shown 
that the bridge foil owin^ to defects in 
the iron, but owint; to the floor beam. 
It therefore is not of importance to dia- 
CUB8 how far the factor of safety waa re- 
duced aa rof^arde the iron work by the 
uetjlect of the contractors. One thing I 
think is clear, that the elastic limit of 
the iron waa never reached by any load 
placed on the bridge of which we have 
evidence. 

But, after all, the defendants occupy a 
position very different from a railway 
company or other corporation formed 
for private objecta. They aro the gov- 
erniii"^ body, .selected out of the whole 
body of corporatorH to ijxecuto such 
duties aa are imposed on tlicin by their 
clmrter of incorporation, and to e>;pbn<l 
the rates and taxea levied on the cor- 
|)oratorsin ttie repair of the public proji- 
erty as far na ttie funds permit. U they 
permit the public works to fall into de- 
c.iy from any cause, they are not legally 
reepousible, hut it loss or damage ensues 
owing to this neglect they aro greatly to 
bo blamed. They ujiglit have closed the 
bridge to trathc, or taken other steps 
whicb would have rendered tbe oasualty 
imposBible. 

Tbe corporation may have adopted a 
method of ascertaining tbe condition of 
the beams whicli was unusual, but that 
alone did not airect the strength of the 
beam, aa it UiHted (or four uiid one half 
yeara. It <loul>tlefi9 iiiereaaed llio de- 
cay, as the jury found, but that fidla into 
the category of want of repair. It 
is a curious fact that in another 
action for the siime accident, tried 
shortly before this one, the jury 
found the cause of tlie accident 
was the breaking of a atirru]) iron — that 
IB, an iron wliicb wiia faetened round the 
floor beam, and to which the hangers were 
attached. These etirruns wore placed in 
position by the corporation round the 
new beams they put in, instead oi boring 
the beama and inaerting tbe iron hang- 
ers, as naa done by the original 
builders. 

The chief arldence in support of the 
plaintifT's case waa furnished by the en- 
gineer of the original contractors for the 
construction of the bridge, and it was 
not unreason nble for him to endeavor to 
combat the tlieory that the original de- 
sign and couHtructioii wero faulty, and 
to place the fault elsewhere. The test- 
ing of thebeiiiuH was a proper thing to 
do, and no injury roaulled from that, 
but the subsequent breaking of the 
beam was found to bo tho ciiuao of tho 
accident. Tho beam doubtless broke 
owinutothe weight placed on it, but 
this comes back to tho same result — 
want of repair. 

If there was no duty cast upon the 
lOf ,.8i:~'i (J,6;v'.;i enva , 



corporation to keep the bridge in repair, 
tho testing of the condition of the bridge, 
or the repair of it, cannot of itself, be 
held to be improper acts which will 
create a liability that did not exist be- 
fore. Tlie principle wliich Lord Black- 
burn laid down in Geddes vs. proprietors 
of the Baun Reservoir, 2 Ap]j. Cas. •180, 
that an action lies for doing that which 
the legislature baa authorized, iu a neg- 
ligent manner; and if by reaaouable ex- 
ercise of the powers given by statute the 
damage could be prevented, it ia within 
the rule of negligence not to make such 
a reasonable exercise of these powers, 
does not apply to municipal corporations, 
as it would render them liable for every 
act of negligence or omission, which 
they might have prevented by a reason- 
able exercise of their powers. 

Tho Bathurst case, 1 App. Cas. 25f), is 
cited aa t.lio governing case of niis- 
fensance. The ground of that de- 
cision is that in cono-tructing 
a drain, which the municipality 
had i)ower to do, they wero bound to 
keep this artilicial work in such a con- 
(iitiou that no nuisance should be caused. 
It uiiglil be contended that a bridge wsis 
an artilicial work which the niuuici- 
pality wero bound to kee|)in repair, but 
the Rluuicipality of I'ictou vs. tkddert 
(1803), App. Cae., 521, Beenis to- bo iu 
conflict with tho Ihithurat case, aa there 
is but a small distinction between the 
approaches to tbe bridge and tbe bridge 
itself, and if in lha former case the cor- 
poration are not liable, I fail to see bow 
they can be made liable in tbe latter. 

The whole matter comes back to the 
same point: Unless the act of esaniiu- 
ing the bridge by the auger was an act 
of misfeasance, which I do not think it 
was, the acts of the corporation in not 
removing tho beam wero noufo.^iBanco 
only, and auch being tho case the de- 
fendants are entitled to jndgment, hut, 
under tbe circumstances, without coats.

A HEROIC WSTORY. 

Xtea Stormy Career of ttn Uttlo blund 
of Crete. , 

There are noti;^'tn<^yci8land<i with t\ 
more stormy or more lierbio history th.'iii 
that of Crete. In remoto antiquity it 
was the redonbtabla "isle of one hun- 
dred cities" and had an illustrious lino 
of kings, among ^hQ^weie .Bhadamon- 
thns, Minos and Iddmeneiis. . -Tbe last 
named led a fleet of 80 ships to assist in 
tho conqnest of Troy and was'-tlie last 
of what wo may call the legendary 
kings. After him a Rap of sovor.il cen- 
turies occurs, and when tho record is re- 
sumed it is no longer fable, but aatheu- 
tiobistcny. 

At tbo time of the PtnUn invasion 
of Grooco the island was populous and 
prosperous. It was divided into saveral 
independent republics, which, like those 
of peninsular Hellus, were not always 
in peace oijfi friendship with each other. 
They 'kept iree from foreign wars, how- 
levei;, 'except as they voluntarily ftirnisb- 
ed mercenary troops to whichever sida 
would pay the best for them. This was 
dono in both tho Persian and Pellopon- 
nesian wars, when the Cretan archers 
wore as noted and as dreaded as those 
of rucrry England in later days. 

The prowess of the ancient Oretans 
and their insular position kf;pt thorn 
free from invasion down ainiost to tiio 
Christian era. While tho eagles of Bomo 
"flapped wide wiiigs in fiery flight" 
over nearly all else of the known world 
that island retained its independence. 

'cod it was only through intestine 
quif. "I hi that it wtis at last subdued. 
Sonu' TO years before (ho Cliristiaii cru 
Uoiiu' took advantage of tho prcv;iiliug 
di.scord iu Crete to invade tho island, on 
the pretext that tho Cretans had given 
aid and comfort to Mithridatcs and had 
ill treated some Roman soldier.s. 'Ihe 
first army was repulsed and almost au- 
iiikilatfd by tho Cretans, 

But Rome was determined to achieve 
tho conquest if it took tho whole power 
of her empire. Army after army was 
sent, and after three years of desperate 
lighting Roino prevailed. For the first 
tiuic in her liistofv Crt'to becamo, iu Gb 
H, C, subject to an alien ma.ster. From 
that day to the present, for nioro than 
1900 years, she has been a conquered 
province, never once regaining the inde- 
pendence so long maintained and so 
reluctantly relinquished. — Now York 
Tribune.

Low prices, unpropitiooB weather con- 
ditions, and the continual hampering of 
the industry by vexattouB and unneces- 
sary regulatioDf], have at last had the 
effect of striking thedeathblowof pelagic 
scaling. This unwolcome fact is no- 
where more clearly attested than in the 
official statement of the past season's 
operations, completed yesterday by Col- 
lector A. 11. Milne, and now ready for 
forwarding to Ottawa. By it the steady 
decline in each season's catch is shown 
thus:

IN THE FULL COURT. 

Important Appeal for Ten Thousand Dollars 
Decided Against South Vancouver— 
To-day's List. 

A very important judgment waa given 
by the Full court yesterday, dismissing 
the appeal of the municipality of South 
Vancouver from the judgment of the 
Chief Justice and a jury giving Mrs. Ida 
B. Steeves a verdict of .'flO.OOO damages 
for the death of her husband in 1895. 
The corporation ia 18t)3 let a eoritract to 
one Thomas to repair a road and gravel 
it. la December, 1895, during a heavy 
gale a tree, which had been partly 
undermined by the taking away of some 
gravel by Thomas in repairing the road, 
fell on Steeves and killed him. The 
widow then sued and recovered damages 
as stated. F^om this judgment, tbe de- 
fendant corporation appealed and the 
Full court yesterday dismissed tbeappeal 
Justices McCreight and McOoU being 
for the dismissal, and Mr. Justice Drake 
dissenting. Mr. Justice Drake took the 
view that while the corporation had full 
power t3 enter land to procure gravel 
for the road, tbe contractor had not, and 
that he entered the land without any 
orders from the municipality. 

Justices McCreight and McColl, how- 
ever, took the view that the appeal 
should be diamissed with costs, as they 
held that Thomas waa not acting as an 
independent contractor, but under the 
orders of the municipality. Mr. Gordon 
Hunter for the plaiutiif (respondent); 
Mr. E. F. Davis, Q, C, for the defend* 
ant (appellant). 

The Full court yesterday dismissed 
with costs tbe appeal of plaintiffs iu C. 
P. R, V. Park. This was an appeal from 
the jadgment of Mr. Justice Drake, hold- 
ing that the defendant was not liable for 
injury caused to plaintifTs railway by 
reason of water used for irrigating per- 
colating throucrh the railway embank- 
ment. Mr. E. P, Davis, Q, 0., for plain- 
tiff (appellant) ; Mr. L. G. McPhillipB, 
Q. C, lor defendant (respondent).

THE ADMIRALTY DECMNE. 

Tlie City's Olfet to Build a Kesidence for 
the Admiral Will Not Be Accepted. 

Victoria's offer to provide a residence 
for the use of tbe admiral commanding 
on tbe North Pacific station, has been 

declined by the Admiralty. Notification 
of this decision has been received by 
Mayor Redfern in a brief official com- 
munication from Admiral Palliser. No 
reason is given for tlie refusal, but it will 
be remeni bered that when the matter 
first came up the opinion was expressed 
by some that the Admiralty would not 
accept the gift, as they would prefer if 
they were to have a house for the ad- 
miral, to erect it themselves. 

In tbe meantime thespecialratelevied 
by the city to meet the jiroposed ex- 
penditure of ^11,000 for the tioiiso and 
i;roundahaB been collected with the other 
taxes that have been paid to the cit}' 
treasurer, and will now have to be re- 
turned, 



S3IALL HOLDINGS. 

To TiiK Eufi-OR; — The provincial gov- 
erniiieni. not very long ago, decided to 
dietribu'e certain crown lamia, not; very 
far Iron, the city of Victoria, by dividing 
tJieu) into email farms or crofts of from 
four to teii ot^rej^.the purcbasemoneyto be 
paid m iustalnietittf. "^It IS. etatf.d that 
the occupants are doing remarkably well 
on those small allotments. The object 
of this short communication is to advo- 
cate tbe granting of small holdings of 
suitable public lands, free, for actual 
settlers. Although the principle would 
apply to any portion ol the province 
where wild lands could be reached by 
roads c;apable of being travelled, I have 
special reference to lands lit for settle- 
ment (and it is reported that there ia a 
large area of such land in that portion of 
Caseiar Ijetween Stickeen river and Tea- 
lin lake). I am desirous of utilizing to 
the fullest extent all the lands suitable 
for settlement, which have been granted 
to aid in the construction of the Stickeen- 
Teslin railway, as the company by its 
charter is a colonization company as well 
as a railway company. Tlio jirovincial 
government should see to it that hence- 
forth, near lines of projected railtvays or 
trails, the interestsof the coming settlers 
are proteote.d. The province certainly 
requires a large peasant population. 
Those are the classes to build up the 
country by their labor and improve- 
ments—the farmers, mechanics and 
laborers. Thoy are always contributing 
to the growth of the country and consti- 
tute the real wealth of the province. 
They should be protected in their loca- 
tions, as farastlio governmentcun do so, 
from speculators and schemers. Pro- 
vision should be made for their settle- 
ment, not by allowing every good spot of 
land to he taken up by land sharka ; but 
the government should as much as pos- 
sible settle them in communities, for the 
sake of schools and churches. Let their 
homesteads be from 5, 10, 20, 30, -10. 50, 
or 100 acres, The bane of British Co- 
lumbia Leratofore has been the disposal 
of public lands, without a proviso for 
im proveraents— then' those parties hold- 
ing the lands for oxbrMtant piiceB. 
It is to be hoped that an end will .lie^j^at
